WALTER W. BEACH, d. Jan. 31, 1885 

At his residence in the village of Plainfield, Wis, on Saturday, January 31, 1885... aged 61 
years.. ..born in Hinesboro, Chittenden County, Vermont, October 3d, 1823, and lived in that 
state until he was twenty-two years of age, then went into Canada with machinery for the first 
woolen factory ever operated in the easter part. He remained in Canada about two years and then 
returned to his native home where he engaged in farming for two years. He came west in 1849, 
and spent the winter of that year in Green Lake County, Wis. The following spring he settled on 
Big Prairie, then a portion of Marquette County, on a farm now known as the "Plocker farm," in 
the town of Oasis, Waushara County. He was married Jan. 18, 1845. His wife's maiden name 
was Isbunda I. Dodge. They had eight children, five of whom are now living. John T. & Lucius 
W., now in the U.S. Postal Service, Lota J., wife of Dr. F. P. Nourse, Lucy A., wife of E.C. 
Wockler, a partner of Mr. Beach in the lumber business, and Walter J., now living in Plainfield. 

Mr. Beach was one of the early pioneers and was instrumental in procuring the first mail route 
established between Portage City and Stevens Point, and named the first post office Oasis, and 
was appointed the first postmaster. In the spring of 1855 he settled in Plainfield, where he has 
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since resided was twice elected Sheriff of Waushara County.... member of Village Board and 

Supervisor. 

NOTE: We wonder if this man is related in some fashion to Robert Beach 5 , David 4 , David 3 , 
Nathaniel 2 , John 1 , born Oct 25, 1760, who removed to Vermont where he appears on the 
1820 and 1830 censuses for Hinesburgh (Honesboro), Chittenden County. Walter W. Beach 
above is clearly born too late to be a son of Robert 5 , but seems about right to be a grandson. 
Does anyone have any additional information? 

The following is taken from the Kickapoo Chief (Wauzeka, Crawford County, Wisconsin) for 
Thursday, July 8, 1897 [Submitted by Cheryl Crouch, 12046 Wortham Bend Road, Waco, Texas 
76708, TX7cedar@aol.com]: 

HON. HORACE BEACH, SR., of this city has in his possession an old fashioned flint lock 
rifle made in the year 1797, a relic of the old revolutionary days, formerly owned by his father, 
Elah Beach, who was born in 1780. Joseph Beach, Jr., father of Elah Beach came from 
Torrington, Conn., and settled in Peru, N.Y. in 1796. On his way west he stopped at Charlotte, 
Vt, and ordered the rifle made by a Mr. Hill, which Mr. Beach's son Elah secured for 18 silver 
dollars the following year. The rifle was the means of procuring game which was abundant for 
food for the family for many years. Elah Beach was drafted for a soldier in those early days, and 
when the battle of Plattsburgh took place Sept. 11th, 1714 [sic - should be 1814] Mr. Beach took 
part in carrying this old rifle to the defence of his country against a large army of British soldiers 
who were approaching the town. The gun is in fairly good condition today, considering the 100 
years since it was made, and it is wonderful to consider all that has occured since that time. 
Sixty of these periods of time date back to the time of creation, according to Bible history. Mr. 
Beach, the present owner, who is nearly 80 years of age, prizes the gun very highly as it was a 
provider for his father's family and stood in the defence of his country in the hands of his father 
in time of war. In honor of the 100th anniversary of the manufacture of this gun and its 
wonderful history, Mr. Beach appropriately celebrated the events on July 4th by firing ... [rest of

Aged Citizen Gone To Rest 
HORACE BEACH DEAD 

Horace Beach Sr., the subject of this sketch, was born in Keeseville, Essex county, New 
York, Dec. 5, 1818, and died April 1, 1905, in this city of old age, aged 86 years, 3 months and 
27 days. In early manhood he followed the cabinet maker's trade, when in 1855 he received the 
appointment as State warden of the Clinton prison, at Dennemora. After serving in this capacity, 
he came west to this city in 1857, embarking in the hardware business, which he followed nearly 
40 years. 

In 1864 he was elected a member of the state assembly, and after serving one term, was 
elected county treasurer in 1866, and re-elected in 1868, serving two terms, being the first 
republican elected to a county office in Crawford county, up to that time which was strongly 
democratic. 
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Having a natural bent for geology which subject he always read up on extensively, it led to an 
appointment as an expert on artesian wells in 1882, under an appropriation made during Arthur's 
administration, for drilling artesian wells in Colorado, to reclaim arid lands. He spent two years 
in the work, and it was through his advice that Denver has many flowing wells to-day. 

Of late years he retired from active life, believing the care of business should be transfered to 
his two eldest sons. He was married to Clarrissa C. Harrison of Wilmington, N.Y. My 4, 1845, 
who survives him after nearly 60 years of married life, also five sons, and two daughters, Mrs. A. 
K. Graves and W. S. Cilley both of Minneapolis. He was a kind husband and an affectionate 
father, and possessed a considerable character in his dealings and contact with his fellow-men, 
and he was a respected citizen and neighbor. 

The funeral occurred on Tuesday afternoon from the residence, with Rev. Cain in charge, 
and the remains were laid to rest in the family lot in Lowertown cemetery.

Our thanks to Ms. Crouch for this and 
the preceding item which together provide considerable information on this branch of the 
family. 

The following is taken from Portrait and Biographical Record of Denver and Vicinity, Colorado, 
Chapman Publishing Co., Chicago, Illinois, 1898, pp. 395-396 [Submitted by Frank W. Beach, 
Jr., Arlington, Virginia]: 

TOM BEACH, who has resided in Fort Collins since 1881, is of English birth, a native of 
London and a member of an old family of that city. His parents, George and Caroline (Reeder) 
Beach, were born in London and Dorsetshire respectively, and died at the ages of sixty-five and 
sixty-two. His grandfather, George Beach, was engaged in the whaling business, having vessels 
made for his use in his long expeditions upon the North Sea, and continuing in the same 
occupation until he died. George, Jr., was a miller by trade, and operated two mills at Croydon; 
he was also a custom house or excise officer. In his family there were six children, namely: 
George (3d), who was a wheelwright in London; Alfred, who died in London at twenty years of 
age; Tom; Arthur, who is engaged in the cattle business in Old Mexico; Caroline, Mrs. Joseph 
Latham, of London, England; and Alice, who died in London. 

In London, where he was born, October 4, 1855, our subject attended the national schools. 
In 1871, a lad, friendless and alone, he came to America, landing in New York, and from there 
journeying to Alton, 111., where he arrived without a dollar. Fortunately he at once secured work, 
being taken into a meat market, where he learned the butcher's business. He remained in Alton 
for ten years. In 1881 he came to Fort Collins, where he bought an old meat market from James 
Fletcher and embarked in the meat business on Linden street, then located on College avenue, 
where he has continued almost ever since. In addition to the sale of meat, he has engaged in 
raising and feeding stock. He bought a ranch of two hundred and forty acres on the Cache la 
Poudre, four and one-half miles from Fort Collins, where he has two hundred head of cattle and 
fifteen hundred sheep and lambs. Here, too, he raises alfalfa for feed, averaging eight hundred 
tons a year. Until a few years ago he owned a cattle ranch in Chalk Bluffs, Weld County. 

In 1895 Mr. Beach took a partner into his business, Ward Stewart, since which time the firm 
has been Beach & Stewart. They have two markets in Fort Collins, one on Linden street, the 
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other on College avenue, and carry a full line of fresh meats. Their slaughter house is on a 
ten-acre tract west of town, with feed yards attached. They cure their own pork, and sell large 
quantities of bacon and smoked ham; also pack considerable pork and manufacture sausage of all 
kinds, operating their plant with a gasoline engine. The delivery outfits are the finest in the city, 
the wagons and horses being the best that can be bought. If Mr. Beach has a hobby, it is a desire 
to have everything connected with his business carried on systematically and satisfactorily. 
Those who are acquainted with the business know that he has succeeded in this desire. In 
addition to his business property he owns a comfortable home. 

In Alton, Illinois, Mr. Beach married Miss Lucy Douglas, who was born in that city, 
daughter of Henry Douglas, a native of Durham, England, and an old settler and farmer near 
Alton. She is identified with Unity Church and is a lady of culure and refinement. The five 
children born of their union are: Alice, Annie, Nellie, Tom, Jr., and George, all at home. 
Formerly Mr. Beach voted the Republican ticket, but when his party declared for the gold 
standard, he identified himself with the People's party, believing that the cause of silver should be 
supported by all who wish to arrive at a satisfactory settlement of the currency problem. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Here is yet another reminder that there are many Beach/Beech 
families who arrived in this country well after the Revolution and have no known 
connection with either the New England or Southern lines. As always, we thank Frank W. 
Beach, Jr. for this interesting account

Appendix 1 - Obituaries of Orrin And Franklin Beach 
The following is taken from the Walton (New York) Reporter for , 1924: 

ORRIN BEACH died on Saturday, April 5th, at the home of his niece, Mrs. John Santic, at 
Grooville, after an illness of about a week. 

Mr. Beach was born in Livingston Manor 82 years ago. He had spent many years with his niece, 
Mrs. S. W. McAdams, as Roscoe, but was staying with his niece, Mrs. John Santic, at the time of 
his death. He is survived by one brother, Franklin Beach of Livingston Manor and nieces and 
nephews. 

The funeral was held on Tuesday afternoon at the M.E. Church, Rev. F. L. Lane officiating. The 
body was brought to Roscoe for burial in the Riverview cemetery. 

The following is taken from a New York newspaper, name and date unknown: 

FRANKLIN BEACH DIES AT AGE 83 
Was A Natural Wit And Old Time Humorist 

Franklin Beach, 83, died at his home in Livingston Manor on Monday, March 18, 1934, 
following an illness of 2-3 years of senile debility. Franklin Beach was born on the Beach farm 
on the west hill overlooking the Mott flats. There he and his brother, Orrin, lived until they sold 
the old farm to the late John E. Scriber, who bought the Hiram Beach Farm, adjoining and 
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farmed it there for 8-10 yrs. That was in the days when potatoes were worth 25 cents a bushel 
and spring lambs brought $.75 a head. The farm is now a part of the estate of Minnie Heckinger. 

Mr. Beach remembered Livingston Manor from its infancy. He was born there, when the place 
was known as Purvis and died there when the name had been changed to Livingston Manor. He 
was the last of a family of eight children. The old farmhouse, filled with sweet memories, had 
one of the largest fireplaces that the writer has ever seen and it was around this fireplace that a 
feast of butternuts and apples made up the winter evenings. 

Mr. Beach was the son of Gabriel and Julia Steel Beach. He married Emma Wavle of Freetown, 
Cortland Co., September 20, 1877, who died about 15 years ago. To them were bom twelve 
children. Surviving are five daughters, Emma, wife of Sherman McAdams of Roscoe, Bessie, 
wife of John Santic of Roxbury, Minnie at home, Olie of So. Fallsburgh, and Jennie, wife of 
James Prift, of Roscoe, and a son James Beach of Middletown. 

Frank and his brother Orrin were gifted with an abundance of natural ability. They were both 
wits and Orrin was the best story teller we have ever heard on the stage or off. 

Funeral services were held at his home on Tuesday afternoon at 1:30 p.m. conducted by his 
pastor, Rev. George Cooley The lesson was taken from 14th chapter of John. Rev. Cooley and 
Mrs. Smith sang "In the Sweet Bye and Bye." Interment was made in the Methodist Cemetery at 
Livingston Manor, NY. The pall bearers were August Johnson, Henry Polhamus, William 
Gillette and Dorsey Sprague. 

Avvendix 2 - What Is The Ancestry Of Gabriel Beach? 

We first mentioned this family back in Vol. V, No. 1, p. 643, where we presented an abstract 
of data found in D.A.R., New York Bible and Family Records, Series 2, Vol. B-257 (1994), pp. 
57, 60. At the time, however, we had no clue just where in New York this family resided and so 
could make no headway in trying to determine its origins. As noted above, however, Mrs. Clark 
indicates that Gabriel Beach was born 1804 in Schoharie County, New York. 

This prompts us to wonder whether Gabriel might be related in some fashion to the family of 
John Beach 5 , Enos 4 , Nathan 3 , Thomas 2 , John 1 , who settled at Jefferson, Schoharie County, New 
York, sometime between 1799 and 1810. Note in this regard that the somewhat unusual name 
"Orrin" is common to both families, i.e., Orrin Beach 6 , John 5 , b.c. 1794, and Orrin Beach 2 , 
Gabriel 1 , b. Jun 12, 1842. But if there is such a connection, it is still not clear. We understand, 
for example, that John 5 had a total of five sons, of whom three are known with reasonable 
certainty (i.e., John, Jr. 6 , Samuel 6 and Orrin 6 ) and there is good evidence the remaining two were 
Joel 6 and Rufus 6 . It would thus seem there is "no room" for Gabriel Beach to be a son of John 
Beach 5 and his birth is too early for him to be a grandson. Of course, he might be more distantly 
related as a nephew or cousin. In this regard the 1800 Census shows a Joel Beach in Schoharie 
County whom we take to be Joel 5 , Enos 4 , the brother of John 5 , Enos 4 , but we have no information 
on his children, if any. 

Thus, while Mrs. Clark's data adds significantly to our knowledge of this family and gives rise 
to some ideas about its origins, the crucial evidence is still lacking. Should anyone have any 
further information which might bear on the ancestry of this Gabriel Beach both we and Mrs. 
Clark would appreciate its submission.

BEACH, DONIA, died on the operating table at University Hospital Dec 8, 1900, at age 48. 
Wife of GORDON BEACH. Burial at Boulder Cemetery. Boulder Daily Camera, Dec 10, 
1900, p. 4. 

BEACH, GORDON, disappeared four weeks ago. Husband of the late postmistress at 
Jamestown. His brother is searching for him. Boulder Daily Camera, Jan 14, 1899, p. 1. 

BEACH, JOHN OREN, of Nederland, m. Ella J. Cecil of Homes, Illinois, Dec 8, 1891, at 
Beach Ranch. Boulder Daily Camera, Dec 12, 1891, p. 5. 

BEACH, KATE CROSBY, d. Sep 18, 1898, at about age 50, at Jamestown where she was 
postmistress. She was out driving with her husband, GORDON BEACH, "in excellent health & 
spirits" but later that evening expired while sitting in her chair. Her remains were brought to 
Boulder and later shipped to McCordville, Indiana, accompanied by her brother, C. H. Crosby. 
She was the mother of Harry Perkins. Boulder Daily Camera, Sep 19, 1898, p. 1; Sep 20, 1898, 
p. 4; Sep 22, 1898, p. 4. 

BEACH, MRS. LENI (STEWART), an old CU [Colorado University?] student, has been ill at 
home in Denver but is now recovering. Boulder Daily Camera, Mar I, 1897, p. 4. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: We have yet to identify any of these individuals. We are also confused 
as to whether the Gordon Beach mentioned in these various records is the same man or 
two. Put in order, a Gordon Beach marries Mary Ellen Mason in 1867. She may have died 
early since a Gordon Beach marries Kate Crosby; apparently a widow since she had a son 
named Harry Perkins. Kate then dies in Sep, 1898, followed shortly thereafter by Gordon's 
own disappearance. A year or so later, however, Gordon Beach is mentioned as the 
husband of the Donia Beach who died Dec 8, 1900. Did Gordon "reappear" with a new, 
third wife, or is this a different man?

The Problematic Family Of CURTIS BEACH 5 
Of Connecticut And New York

Here is another family which has long been a source of frustration. Not only has the ancestry 
of its progenitor been garbled by one of the older published sources, but the names and number of 
his descendants are also confused. Both we and our contributor, Ms. Nancy W. Bollenbach, have 
tried for several years to make sense of the available evidence and have made some progress, but 
a number of important questions still remain unanswered. 

Curtis Beach 5 , Agur 4 , Daniel 3 , Nathaniel 2 , John 1 

Orcutt's History of the Old Town of Stratford, Connecticut, Vol. II, p. 1 129, includes the 
following entry: 

1. Curtis, son of Agur, Jr., and Mary Beach, m. Rachel Hawley, May — , 1783. 

2. Isaac, b. Dec. 8, 1783. 

3. Curtiss, b. Aug. 16, 1785. 

4. Asa, b. Sept. 14, 1787. 

5. Polly, bapt. , 1796. 

At first glance the reference to "Agur, Jr." would seem to denote Agur Beach 5 , Agur 4 , Daniel 3 , 
Nathaniel 2 , John 1 but that man was born in December, 1755, and so too young to have had a son 
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who married a mere 28 years later. Moreover, the wife of Agur 5 , i.e., "Agur, Jr." was Eunice 
Sterling; not "Mary." Instead, per the Beach Family Magazine, Vol. I, No. 3, pp. 66-67 this 
Curtis Beach was actually the half-brother of Agur, Jr., being the son of Agur Beach 4 , Daniel 3 , 
Nathaniel 2 , John 1 by his third wife, Mary Salmon. 

Neither Orcutt nor the Beach Family Magazine give a date for the birth of Curtis Beach 5 . 
One source claims he was born in 1769, but this is too late as he would have been only 14 at the 
time of his marriage to Rachel Hawley in 1783. Instead, we think he was likely born in 1763 or 
64, i.e., a year or so after the birth of his brother Caleb 5 on Mar 26, 1762. It is known, for 
example, that Rachel (Hawley) Beach herself died of "old age" on Apr 19, 1851, at age 88; thus 
born c. 1763, and the 1810 Census shows Curtis Beach 5 as over 45 years of age; thus born prior 
to 1765. 

Following the death of his father in 1794, Curtis Beach 5 headed west from Connecticut and 
settled at Pitcher, Chenango County, New York, where he appears on the 1800 Census with 1 
male 26-45; 1 male 10-16; 1 female 26-45; 1 female 10-16; and 1 female under 10. That same 
year he purchased a part of lot #144 in Pitcher, Chenango County, from Silas Beebe for $600.00. 
In 1 805 he is on record as one of the founders of the Congregational Church at Ostelic, Chenango 
County. He appears again on the 1810 Census for Pitcher with 1 male over 45; 1 male 10-16; 1 
female over 45; and 1 female 10-16. In 1813 he purchased another part of lot #144 in Pitcher at a 
sheriffs sale for $55. 14, but sold it back to its original owner, Thomas Vining, for $60.00 in 1815. 

According to one source Curtis Beach 5 died in 1820, but others say 1826, and is buried in 
Hinman Cemetery, Pitcher, Chenango County, New York. His wife, Rachel (Hawley) Beach, 
survived him several years before dying on Apr 19, 1851, at age 88. 

Isaac Beach 6 , Curtis 5 , Agur 4 , Daniel*, Nathaniel 2 , John 1 

Both Orcutt and the Beach Family Magazine give the oldest child of Curtis 5 as Isaac Beach 6 , 
b. Dec 8, 1783, but say nothing further about him. It appears, however, he lived to adulthood and 
removed with his parents to Chenango County, New York. For example, an 1821 deed shows the 
sale of a lot in Pitcher, Chenango County, by Isaac Beach to Curtis and Thomas Beach, and a 
second, similar sale occured two years later in 1823. The identity of the Curtis and Thomas 
mentioned in these deeds is discussed more fully below. 

Curtiss a/k/a Persis/Persia Beach 6 , Curtis 5 , Agur 4 , Daniel 3 , Nathaniel, John 1 

Especially confusing is the disagreement over both the name and gender of the second child of 
Curtis Beach 5 . As noted, Orcutt credits him with a child "Curtiss" born on Aug 16, 1785. Despite 
being spelled with an additional "s," one is left with the distinct impression this child was male and 
named for its father. In its account of Curtis 5 , however, the Beach Family Magazine, Vol. II, No. 
1, p. 124, calls this child "Persis." Thereafter, in Vol. Ill, No. 2, p. 252, the Magazine gives this 
child its own entry which only seems to confuse things further. Thus: 
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Persia[sic](6) Curtis(5) Agur(4) Daniel(3) Nathaniel(2) John(l) was born August 16, 1785, and 
married. In Beach in America [sic] this is given as Curtise [sic] but the records in the Barbour 
Collection at Hartford calls her as above. 

As a preliminary matter, the Magazine's reference to Elmer T. Beach's Beach in America 
makes no sense since that volume is devoted to the descendants of Richard Beach 1 , with no 
mention of Curtis Beach 5 or his children. Instead, we think the Magazine's editors had in mind 
Charles C. McClaughry's Genealogy of the Beach Family Of Connecticut [which the Magazine 
sometimes called simply Beach In Connecticut] which, at p. 246, does mention Curtis Beach 5 . As 
is well known, however, McClaughry's information was taken almost verbatim from Orcutt's 
History of the Old Town of Stratford, Connecticut, and the entry for Curtis 5 is no exception. The 
only arguable differences between the two accounts are (i) McClaughry drops the "Jr." from the 
name of Agur 4 [which corrects Orcutt's mistake] and (ii) he calls the child born in 1785 "Curtis" 
[not "Curtise" as the Magazine suggests] whereas Orcutt employs the spelling "Curtiss." But in 
any event, the point the Magazine struggles to make is that the child born in 1785 was in fact 
female. 

We ourselves have gone back and forth on this issue for several years. For example, the name 
"Persis" or "Persia" seems so odd - even for a female - that it suggests someone made an error 
reading the original records. We can easily imagine how an old cursive "C" [e.g. &~\ could be 
mistaken for a "P" [e.g. §*\ if the upper loop were written unusually large, in which case the 
remaining letters, i.e., "urtis," might well be read as "ersis" or "ersia" as the mind struggles to 
make sense of the whole. Note too that while the Beach Family Magazine claims that "Persia" 
married, it fails to identify her spouse. Could it be the spouse also had a feminine name, such that 
the gender the Magazine gave to "Persis/Persia" made no sense? 

Finally, consider the case of one Rachel Beach, b. Mar 6, 1818, in Connecticut^); d. Aug 27, 
1900, at Ostelic, Chenango County, New York; m. Isaac Brown. According to her death 
certificate, her parents were a Curtis and LuRosey Beach. This, plus her own name (i.e., Rachel), 
make clear she descends in some fashion from Curtis 5 and Rachel (Hawley) Beach. Her birth in 
1818 seems too late, however, for her to be the daughter of Curtis 5 . Since her father is called 
Curtis, however, he would presumably be child Orcutt calls Curtis(s) 6 , born in 1785. 

Before jumping to conclusions, however, note must be made of other evidence which tends to 
support the Magazine's claim that the child born in 1785 was female. For example, the 1800 
Census for Pitcher, New York, shows three minors in the household of Curtis 5 , i.e., 1 male 10-16; 
1 female 10-16; and 1 female under 10. The identity of the sole male child is unclear: it might 
conceivably be Isaac 6 , although born in 1783, but is more likely Asa 6 , born in 1787. More 
important, however, is the fact two female children are reflected. If the younger is Polly 6 , baptized 
in 1796, then who is the older one, since Orcutt gives Curtis 5 only one daughter? The answer, it 
seems, is "Persis/Persia," whose birth in 1785 would put her in the 10-16 age category in 1800. If 
this analysis is correct, then perhaps Orcutt is actually the one who misread the old script 
[mistaking a cursive "P" for a "C", etc.], adding a second "s" to the name in the process. 

Given the scanty and conflicting evidence, we hesitate to make draw any definitive conclusion 
as to the name and gender of Curtiss/Persis/Persia Beach 6 . We can only hope that a more 
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thorough search of Chenango County records will turn up additional information which finally 
resolves this dispute one way or other other. 

Asa Beach 6 , Curtis 5 , Agur 4 , Danief, Nathaniel 2 , John 1 

Of all the children of Curtis 5 , the most is presently known about Asa Beach 6 . Both Orcutt and 
the Beach Family Magazine give only his name and date of birth, but notes of 
great-granddaughter Florence Neal Bailey show he removed with his parents to Chenango 
County, New York, c. 1800; served in the War of 1812; later applied for a pension; and died at 
Pitcher, New York, in 1865. His wife was Emilia, the daughter of Elijah and Polly (Storrs) 
Fenton, born 1787 in Litchfield, Connecticut, and died 1883 in New York. Their children were: 
(i) Polly Beach 7 , m. George P. Swan; (ii) Artelissa Emelia Beach 7 , m. John Farr and removed to 
Bath, New York; (iii) Nancy Beach 7 , m. Charles Blackman; and (iv) Mary Rachel Beach 7 , m. 
Frederick Eldridge. 

Polly Beach 6 , Curtis 5 , Agur*, Daniel 3 , Nathaniel 2 , John 1 

Orcutt's account says the last child of Curtis 5 was a daughter, Polly Beach 6 , baptized in 1796, 
but the Beach Family Magazine, Vol. II, No. 1, p. 124, questions this attribution, declaring there 
is "No Polly given in Stratford records." It may be, however, that Curtis 5 had moved from 
Stratford by the time this daughter was born and/or baptized. Note, for example, that James H. 
Smith's 1874 History of Chenango & Madison Counties, New York, claims Curtis 5 came to 
Pitcher from Trumbull, Connecticut - not Stratford. 

Other evidence likewise supports Orcutt's claim. As discussed above, the 1800 Census for 
Chenango County, New York, shows a female child under 10 in the household of Curtis 5 , which is 
consistent with the baptism of Polly 6 in 1796. The same is true of the 1810 Census, which shows 
a female child age 10-16. Finally, we note that Asa Beach 6 , Curtis 5 named one of his own 
daughters Polly, likely in honor of a younger sister of the same name. Whether Polly Beach 6 lived 
to adulthood, married and/or had children, however, is unknown. 

Curtis Beech 7 , -(?)-, Curtis 5 , Agur 4 , Danief, Nathaniel 2 , John 1 

We conclude this discussion with a brief account of Ms. Bollenbach's own ancestor, whom we 
take the liberty of calling Curtis Beech 7 [Note the "ee" spelling which this man and his 
descendants preferred]. He was born in Chenango County, New York, on Mar 21, 1805, and 
married Sophia Crocker, daughter of Richard and Ainer (Burke) Crocker. In 1835 he started 
west, stopping first at Chicago and Geneseo, Illinois, before finally settling at Mineral Point, 
Wisconsin, where he was a prominent merchant until his death on Jun 20, 1866. His wife 
survived him and moved to Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where she died in 1 897. The couple's children 
were: (i) Cornelia Alber Beech, b. 1832 at Chenango County, New York; m. Lewis George 
Wheeler; (ii) DeLos Pulford Beech, b. Oct 22, 1840, at Mineral Point, Wisconsin; m. Elizabeth 
George; and (iii) Thomas Beech, b. 1841; never married.

That this man descends from Curtis 5 and Rachel (Hawley) Beach seems clear, given both his 
name and place of birth. Unfortunately, the precise nature of the relationship between them has 
yet to be established. It is barely conceivable he was their son, but the 1810 Census shows no 
male child under 10 in the household of Curtis Beach 5 . Rather, we think it more likely the Curtis 
born in 1805 was a grandson of Curtis 5 - hence our use of the generational superscript "7". 
Assuming this to be true, however, who was his father, whom we designate as "— (?)-- 6 " in the 
heading above? 

One possibility might be Curtis(s)/Persis/Persia Beach 6 , assuming that child was in fact male. 
But since born in August, 1785, he (she?) would have had to have married early in order to father 
a son Curtis 7 by March, 1805. 

Another possibility (which we have come to believe is more likely) is that Curtis Beech 7 is the 
son of Isaac Beach 6 , Curtis 5 . Since Issac 6 was born in December, 1783, he would have been 
21 -plus years old in 1805; a more typical age to have married and had children. Recall too the 
1821 and 1823 deeds mentioned previously, in which Isaac Beach 6 conveys land to a Curtis and 
Thomas Beach. Is this Curtis Beech 7 and is Thomas his brother? While both would have been 
only 16 or less at the time of the 1821 transaction, their father may still have wished to provide 
them some land on which to make their start. We also find it interesting that Curtis Beech 7 named 
one of his own sons Thomas, which would be natural if he had a sibling of the same name. 

Conclusion 

As can be seen, the available evidence - while seemingly all related - is still insufficient to 
permit the whole story of this family to be told. Especially troublesome is the fact many of the 
remaining issues are so closely interconnected. If, for example, we could finally prove that 
Curtis/Persis/Persia Beach 6 was female, this would rule out her being the father of Curtis Beech 7 . 
At the same time, however, such evidence would only deepen the mystery of who fathered the 
Rachel Beach born in 1818. Under the circumstances we can only hope that someone with better 
access to Chenango county records can provide the additional information necessary to tie all 
these loose threads together and permit the full story of this family to be told.

In Vol. Ill, No. 3, pp. 343-353, we presented an account of the descendants of Nehemiah 
Beach 5 , Benjamin 4 , Benjamin 3 , Benjamin 2 , Richard 1 , including the family of his 
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great-great-grandson, George Ellery Beach 9 . This past year, however, subscriber Shirley Beach 
Phillips alerted us to some additions and corrections to our original account. Specifically, we 
previously understood that George Loron {not Loren) Beach 10 , George Ellery 9 had died young 
and that his sister, Emma 10 , George Ellery 9 , had died in childbirth. As Ms. Phillips points out, 
however, George Loron Beach 10 in fact lived to maturity, married and had issue, while his sister 
Emma 10 did not die until the 1970's. We accordingly take this opportunity to set the record 
straight. 

NOTE: The identification numbers for George Loron Beach 10 and Emma Beach 10 are those given 
them in the original account at Vol. Ill, No. 3, p. 351. The numbers assigned to the children of 
George Loron Beach 10 (i.e., 116a. and 116b.) indicate their proper placement among the 
descendants of Nehemiah Beach 5 had they been included in the original account.

Yet More on the Family of Timothy Beach 5 

We previously knew that Timothy Beach 6 , Timothy 5 , Joseph 4 , Ephriam 3 , Nathaniel 2 , John 1 had 
a son, Milton Beach 7 , b. Sep 15, 1815, in Ohio; d. 1890 in Marion, Olmsted County, Minnesota; 
m. Mary - — , by whom he had children (i) Amanda; (ii) Nathan; (iii) Hannah; (iv) Agnes; (v) 
Willie; and (vi) Henry H. We also suspected Milton Beach 7 might be the one who married Mary 
Chandler on Aug 20, 1837, at Randolph County, Indiana, See: Beach Family Journal, Vol. VIII, 
No. 4, p. 1232. This suspicion has now been confirmed thanks to Anne Wellman, 
annewellman@mindspring.com, who advises that the death certificate of Nathan 8 identifies his 
parents as Milton 7 and Mary (Chandler) Beach. Ms. Wellman also advises that Nathan 8 died at 
age 66 years, 1 1 months, 23 days, but the actual date given, i.e., Dec 18, 1841, is clearly too early 
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unless it is in fact his date of birth. The occupation of Nathan 8 is that of a "ranch man" and the 
cause of death is listed as endocarditis and angina. Ms. Wellman further advises that, per a family 
Bible, Nathan 8 married Jan 1, 1867, at Marion, Olmstead County, Minnesota, Elizabeth 
Robertson, b. Jan 3, 1848, in New York. Any further information on this family would, of course, 
be welcome. 

More About Josiah Coe, Husband of Mary Ann Beach 5 

In Vol. VII, No. 2, pp. 974-975 we made mention of Josiah Coe who married Mary Ann 
Beach 5 , Eben 4 , Israel 3 , Nathaniel 2 , John 1 and removed to Athens, Ohio. Thanks to email 
correspondent Becky Rutherford, sizlegal@aol.com, we now know that this was a third marriage 
for Coe. His first wife was Esther Curtis, who died soon after marriage, while his second wife 
was Phebe Beach 5 , Nathaniel 4 , Israel 3 , Nathaniel 2 , John 1 , who bore him two children - John Coe 
and Beach Coe - before her death in 1798. Note that after the death of Mary Ann (Beach 5 ) Coe 
in 1818, Josiah Coe married yet a fourth time to Amelia Codner, by whom he had no children. 

More On The Descendants of William Beach 6 

In Vol. VIII, No. 4 we presented an account of the descendants of William Beach 6 , Solomon 5 , 
William 4 , Nathan 3 , Thomas 2 , John 1 , including, at p. 1218, a brief mention of granddaughter Harriet 
O. 8 , David O. 7 , William 6 . At the time we knew she was born c. 1847 and married Oct 28, 1866, 
Horace W. Tobey, but had no further information. Since then, however, email correspondent 
Sandra Ball, explorl9@att.net, has advised that Harriet's full name was Harriet Olive Beach 8 and 
that she died in childbirth on Dec 13, 1877, at Trempealeau, Trempealeau County, Wisconsin. 
Her husband, Horace N. (not W.), was the son of Jedediah W. and Hannah Tobey. He was bora 
in Tioga County, Pennsylvania, on Apr 17, 1840, but removed with his parents to Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, in 1842. By 1850, however, the family had returned to Tioga County where Horace 
enlisted in the Union Army. After his married to Harriet O. Beach the couple accompanied his 
parents back west, eventually settling at Trempealeau, Wisconsin. Their three children were: (i) 
Minnie Tobey, b. Sep 23, 1867, at Tioga County, Pennsylvania; d. Apr, 1868; (ii) Raymond 
Tobey, b. Sep 15, 1873, at Trempealeau, Wisconsin; m. Ada Spaulding; and (iii) Harriet Tobey, b. 
Dec 13, 1877. Following the death of Harriet 0. Beach 8 Horace N. Tobey m. 2nd, Lillie A. 
Merwin. An account of the family appears in the History of Trempealeau County, Wisconsin, 
1917, p. 405. 

Meanwhile, email correspondent Ilona Franck, JJFranck435@aol.com, advises that her 
mother-in-law, Mary Evans Franck, is also a descendant of William Beach 6 ; being the daughter of 
Lionel and Sarah (Beach) Evans. This Sarah Beach 10 was, in turn, a previously unknown (to us) 
daughter of Irving a/k/a Abel Irving Beach 9 , Ezra G. 8 , Abel Adam 7 , William 6 , whose lineage we 
presented at Vol. VIII, No. 4, p. 1224. Our thanks to Ms. Franck for this addition to our files. 

Some Embarrassing Typos 

In Vol. IX, No. 2, p. 1302, we gave Isadore May Beach 8 , Andrew Jackson 7 , Isaac 6 , Isaac 5 , 
William 4 , Nathan 3 , Thomas 2 , John 1 the same husband as her sister, Sarah 8 . As the family record 
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reprinted at p. 1301 clearly shows, however, only Sarah Beach 8 married Daniel Hunter 
Armstrong. Rather, the husband of Isadore May Beach 8 was Louis E. Wesendorf, whom she 
married on Aug 12, 1890, at Menasha, Wisconsin. The couple had one child, Gladys Isadore 
Wesendorf, b.c. 1892. We apologize for this embarrassing error. 

Arguably less serious, but no less embarrassing, p. 1307 of the same issue gives the children of 
Daniel Beach 6 , Daniel 5 , Zophar 4 , Samuel 3 , John 2 , Thomas 1 the same generational numbers as their 
father. Needless to say the correct generation number for the children of Daniel 6 is "7." Finally, 
the headline of our "Editor's Column" in Vol. DC, No. 4, p. 1371, misspelled "Revisited;" an error 
we overlooked due to the Italicized font in which printed.

HELEN BEACH, b. 1874; (ii) ALBERT HAROLD BEACH, b. 1878; (iii) SARAH ELIZABETH 
BEACH, b. 1880 or 81; and (iv) KATHERINE BEACH, b. 1884. REF: Email dated Mar 11, 2001, from 
Pmermaid56@aol.com. NOTE: Our correspondent suggests this man might be Albert McLean Beach 8 , 
Chauncy Elihu 7 , Chauncy 6 , Azariab 5 , Azariah 4 , Richard 3 , Azariah 2 , Richard 1 , b. Mar 4, 1851, at New 
London, Connecticut. The name, dates and locations certainly are consistent with this theory, but we 
would like more evidence. 

ASHBEL WILLIAM BEACH - b. Nov 16, 1841; d. Mar 2, 1920; bur. at Northwood, Iowa; m. Lima Elizabeth 
Baker, b. May 15, 1852; d. Mar 2, 1936. Ashbel William Beach saw service during the Civil War as a 
member of a regiment of Wisconsin volunteers. His son, LOUIS HOBSON BEACH, b. Nov 7, 1898, but 
others say Nov 8, 1898; d. Dec 31, 1985; m. Gunda Burnette Stoen, b. Nov 13, 1898; d. Nov ~, 1976. His son, 
WALTON WAYNE BEACH, b. Aug 16, 1921; d. Mar 23, 1978; m Lenore Eileen Anderson, b. May 18, 
1926; d. Jul 14, 1996. Their daughter, DIANE K. BEACH. REF: Email dated May 10, 2001, from Dawn 
Habhab, Dawnl0134@aol.com. 

DEOMENA BEACH - b.c. 1770; m. c. 1795 Theodore (Theodoras) Guernsey/Garnsey, b. at Watertown, 
Connecticut, the son of Joseph Guernsey. The couple appear on the 1800 and 1810 Censuses for Watertown, 
Connecticut, but by 1825 had removed to Schoharie County, New York. REF: Email dated Nov 4, 2001, from 
Rosalie Kimmerly, St. Joseph, Michigan, Kimmerly@cybersol.com. NOTE: We do not find a Deomena 
Beach in our files, nor do we have any Beach/Guernsey marriages. We cannot help but wonder, 
however, if this woman is related in some way to Guernsey/Garnsey Beach 6 , b.c. 1800-1810, the son of 
Agur 5 , Agur 4 , Daniel 3 , Nathaniel 2 , John 1 . Agur 5 was from Stratford, Connecticut, but removed to 
Franklin, New York, where he died. Guernsey/Garnsey Beach 6 was still living as of 1839, when he 
testified to the recent death of his mother, Eunice (Sterling) Beach. How Guernsey/Garnsey Beach 6 
came by his unusual first name is still unclear. 

HARRY E. BEACH - died Jun 11, 1944, during the early days of the D-day invasion and is buried at the 
American Military Cemetery at St. Laurent-sur-Mer, France. He entered the service from New Jersey. REF:

NOTE: Ms. Glenn wonders if there is any 
relationship between this Mary Jennette Beach and the sons of Gershom Beach 4 , Gershom 3 , Thomas 2 , 
John 1 (i.e., Aaron 5 , John 5 , Jesse 5 and Philip 5 ) who settled in and around Lewiston. So far, however, we 
cannot make any connection. 

MOSES BEACH - of Michigan, had daughters (i) MARY FLORENCE BEACH, m.1892, Daniel McMillan; 
and (ii) ANNA E. BEACH, m. Frank Mayville and resided in Bay City, Bay County, Michigan. When 
Daniel McMillan died his son, Frank, was adopted by his uncle, Frank Mayville. REF: Email dated Jul 17, 
2001, from Shirley Crandall, McMillan Annie@aol.com. NOTE: We suspect, but cannot yet prove, that 
this is Moses Beach 7 , b. 1832, the son of Moses 6 , Lovel 5 , Benoni 4 , Samuel 3 , John 2 , Thomas 1 . Moses 6 came 
from Canada and settled in the "Thumb" region of Michigan, east of Bay City. The dates are also 
consistent, i.e., the marriage of Mary Florence Beach in 1892 likewise suggests she was b.c. 1870, when 
Moses 7 would have been approximately 38 years of age. Both we and Ms. Crandall would appreciate 
any further information which might confirm or refute this theory. 

SAMUEL BEACH - b.c. 1787; d. Nov 23, 1862, at age 75 years, 2 months; m. Elizabeth Crippen, b.c. 1793; d. 
May 15, 1877, at age 84 years, 2 months, 12 days. Both are buried at the Olmstead Family Cemetery, 
Durham, Greene County, New York. REF: Olmstead Family Cemetery Burials posted to the Greene County, 
New York, GenWeb site. NOTE: This is no doubt the Samuel Beach, age 62, and wife Elizabeth, age 57, 
who appear on the 1850 Census for Durham, Greene County, New York. It does not seem the couple left 
any children surviving, for the will of Elizabeth (Crippen) Beach of Durham, probated Sep 5, 1877, 
leaves her estate to: (i) James Beach, nephew of the late Samuel Beach of Ionia, Michigan; (ii) the heirs 
of Hannah Porter, deceased; (iii) the heirs of Abigail Dibble, deceased; (iv) Mary Porter; (v) Rhoda 
Kelsey; (vi) the heirs of Anna Taylor; deceased; and (vii) the heirs of Ruby Brownell, deceased - the last 
six being identified as the sisters of Elizabeth (Crippen) Beach. We are anxious to know the ancestry of 
this Samuel Beach since he lived fairly close and is possibly related to Eliakim Beach, Jr. of Greene 
County, whose lineage we are also trying to establish. We would also like more information about the 
(different?) Samuel Beach and his nephew, James Beach, mentioned in the will of Elizabeth (Crippen) 
Beach. Note in this regard that James Beach 7 , Alger 6 , Abel 5 , Thomas 4 , Nathaniel 3 , Nathaniel 2 , John 1 
lived in Ionia County, Michigan, around this time and that he had an uncle Samuel 6 , Abel 5 , who died c. 
1864. That family, however, hailed from Schoharie County, New York, and we know of no connection 
between it and the Greene County families mentioned above. Any help would be most appreciated. 

WILBUR E. BEACH - m. Lilly Jenks, dau. of Rev. Thomas Taylor Jenks. After his death she m. 2nd, Darius 
Gillette and lived at Florida, Massachusetts. Wilbur E. and Lilly (Jenks) Beach had at least one child, i.e., 
daughter PEARL LILLIAN BEACH, b. Jul 5, 1879, at New Haven, Connecticut; m. Frederick D. Griffin. 
Their children: (i) Alma Griffin; (ii) Percy Thomas Griffin; (iii) Wilbur Beach Griffin; and (iv) Vaughn
